Changing their course in the 
light of the 43 to 33 defeat for 
free silv er in the senate yester­ 
day, adv ocates of inflation ab an­ 
doned—for the p resent at least— 
the attem p t to tack it onto the 
farm b ill. 
Deb ate 011 the p rice raising 
features of the legislation p ro­ 
ceeded, while the house ad­ 
journed until Thursday to let 
committees whip more of the 
Roosev elt p rogram into shap e. 
The rules committee there ap ­ 
p rov ed the p lan for amending 
house rules so 218 instead of 145 
memb ers would hav e to sign p e­ 
titions to discharge committees 
from jurisdiction ov er legisla­ 
tion. The change was wanted b y 
the p art leadership in the inter­ 
est of downing such b onus and 
inflationary p rop ositions as are 
not wanted b y the adm inistra­ 
tion. 
A rump caucus of 59 Demo­ 
crats recorded itself as op p osed 
to the change, the p articip ants 
fav oring inflation decisiv ely. 
Sp eaker Rainey frankly gav e 
his v iews to newsp ap ermen, say­ 
ing the administration “wants to 
sub mit its own p lan for infla­ 
tion- and giv ing that as the rea­ 
son for tightening house rules to 
ward off differing p rop osals. 
Congressional leaders exp ect 
the p resident to send to Cap itol 
Hill soon a b ill giv ing the chief 
executiv e wide latitude in m ak­ 
ing recip rocal tariff agreements 
with foreign nations at the Lon­ 
don conference. 
While the senate was setting 
itself for another v ote on infla­ 
tion, committees on b oth sides 
adv anced the p resident’s domes­ 
tic recov ery p rogram, the hp use 
military committee whip p ing the 
Muscle Shoals and Tennessee

shap e for house consideration 
b efore the end of the week, and 
a b anking sub -committee of the 
senate rounding into shap e a 
sweep ing b anking reform meas­ 
ure. 
Senator Wheeler (D. Mont.), 
sp onsored the silv er inflation 
p lan which was defeated yester­ 
day, urging it as a means of 
doub ling agricultural p rices in a 
year and asserting his b elief that 
England would not join with the 
United States in a mov e to re­ 
monetize silv er. 
After the v ote he exp ressed 
himself as p leased in the gain 
of strength from last January 
when his p lan was defeated 56 to 
18, and said he would seek to 
b ring it b efore the senate again 
as a sep arate measure.
